existence a combination of manufac 
turers who, basing their contentions 
on patent rights, endeavored to keep 
others from manufacturing moving 
pictures. This combination of ten 
manufacturers closed the market of 
the United States so tightly that an 
Independent found great difTlculty to 
either make or market his film 
However, American made goods was 
what the people wanted. In order to 
avoid buying from these mauufactur 
era, and against the advice of his 
friends, who thought it would ruin 
him, he organized the Imp Films Co. 
It was a rather difficult task that Mr 
Laemmle picked out for himself, for 
back of the manufacturers of the com 
blnatlon was unlimited capital, and 
the talent and Ingenuity such re- 
sources can command. On his side 
were only his confidence aud nullity 
and ceitalnly of the feasibility of this 
plan, which was shared by few . 
those who would profit most from lie 
success. 

The first picture that Mr. Laemmle 
put on the market was a big success. 
It was one of the best pictures ever 
flashed upon the screen up to that 
time. 

The brand of film turned out by Mr. 
Laemmle waa a success from the very 
outset. However, a contending factor 
arose in the shape of an injunction 
Issued by the supreme court In favor 
of the combination, restraining him 
from using the best cameras whuh 
were then available. In order to avoid 
any legal entanglements Mr. Laemmle 
took his companies to Cuba and con- 
tinued making the same quality of 
film he produced In New York city. 
Later be was Instrumental in bringing 
about the amalgamation of the lead- 
ing Independent companies, and in 
1912 became president of the Univer- 
sal Film Manufacturing Company. 

One of the first accomplishments of 
this company was the establishment of 
a large ranch In Los Angeles for the 
production of moving pictures. This 
ranch grew to such enormous propor- 
tions that it waa finally conceived and 
decided by Mr. Laemmle to erect a 
city devoted exclusively to the making 
of pictures.

From 
the hand of Andromache, abstracted b\ 
her jjrief from what she is doing, hns 
dropped the distaff, its threads I vi n jj 
bosely upon her lap, and a lizard, em 
Llematic of the gravo, crawls up the 
tolls of her skirt to bite the thread 
suggesting the chord of life, In two. 

The whole is a powerful image ol 
the despair about the future in which 
hea t hen ism left the iniii. U of its most 
gifted representatives. Andromache 
has no thought but that, if Hector Is 
slain, it is to be an everlasting serra- 
tion. At the most it could be only a 
hope little lifted above despair. 

"I have the counterpart to this in 
mind," said the s'-ulptor. "It is the 
figure of the Christian pilgrim walking 
through the valley of tho shadow of 
death. A serpent crosses his path 
and a skull is lying near his feet, and 
the cerements of the grave are all | 
about him, but Christ in n marches con- 
fidently on.
